Stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  ov;ned  by  dealers  and  nann.facturers  in  the  United 
States  and  P\ierto  Rico  on  a  reported  weight  "basis,  combining  unstemmed  and 
stemmed  leaf,  totaled  2,787,377,000  pounds  on  Jxily  1,  19^2,  compared  v/ith 
2,923,652,000  povjids  on  July  1,  I9I+1"-  a  decrease  of  136,315,000  pounds.   In  the 
3  months  from  April  1  to  July  1  this  year,  stocks  decreased  266,2^1-1,000  pounds 
compared  with  a  decrease  of  211,672,000  pounds  in  the  same  quarter  a  year  earlier. 
The  larger  decrease  in  stocks  for  the  year,  and  between  April  1  and  July  1  in 
particular,  has  resulted  from  domestic  consumption  which  is  of  record  proportions 
and  from  increased  exports  under  the  Lend-Lease  Act. 

The  reported  weight  of  all  flue-c^ored  types  totaled  1,272,791,000  pounds 
on  July  1.  A  year  earlier  the  weight  was  1,358,562,000  pounds.   Stocks  of  Type 
11  on  July  1,  I9U2  were  U77,UU9,000  pounds;  of  Type  12,  U65, 515,000  pounds;  of 
Type  13,  229,575,000  po-unds;  and  of  T-^-pe  ik,    100,252.000  pounds.   Flue-cured 
stocks  as  of  July  1  were  85,771.000  pounds  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  showed 
a  decrease  of  IU6, 299.000  pounds  between  April  1  and  July  1  compared  with 
1^2,395,000  pounds  in  the  same  quarter  in  19^4-1.  A  large  part  of  the  decrease  is 
accounted  for  b;,'  the  increased  consumption  of  cigarettes  which  totaled  217  billion 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  July  1942.   Notv/itAstanding  the  increased  domestic  con- 
s^omption  and  shipments  under  lend-lease,  flue-cured  stocks  are  of  near  record 
proportions. 

Stocks  of  Burley  tobacco  on  July  1  totaled  7^8,023*000  pounds  compared  with 
780,531,000  po^ands  on  July  1,  191^1  -  a  decrease  of  32,508,000  pounds.  Maryland 
stocks  were  35.92^,000  pounds,  shovdng  a  small  increase  over  the  stocks  of 
35.752,000  pounds  reported  on  July  1,  19^1.   The  increased  consumrttion  of  tobacco 
products  in  general,  and  of  cigarettes  in  pe.rticular,  has  increased  the  consump- 
tion of  the  light  air-cured  t^.^pes,  compensating  in  part  for  reduced  exports  of 
Mar^^-land,   Exports  of  Surley  have  never  been  a  significant  part  of  disappearance. 

Foreign-grown  ciga.rette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other).  Type  90. 
totaled  78,^35,000  pounds  compared  with  109,136,000  pounds  on  July  1,  19^1.   This 
decrease  indicates  a  substantial  use  of  the  reserve  supply  of  this  t-rpe,    even 
though  imports  have  been  arriving  in  considerable  quantities. 

Stocks  of  all  fire-cured  types  of  tobacco  were  189,^39.000  pounds  on  July 
1,  19H2,  compared  with  189,3^13,000* on  July  1,  I9U1.   Stocks  of  Type  21  were  re- 
ported as  32,32U,000  pounds;  Type  22,  111,226,000  po-onds;  Type  23,  U5, 622, 000 
pounds;  and  Type  2k,    267,000  pounds.   Dark  air-cured  stocks  totaled  69,3^3,000 
pounds  compared  v;ith  72,^27,000  pounds  on  July  1,  I9U1.   One  Sucker  stocks. 
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T^rpe  35,  totaled  35,35^,000  pounds  on  July  1,  I9U2;  Green  River,  Type   36, 
30,99'+. 000  poiinds;  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  2, 995*000  pounds.  Domestic  consump- 
tion of  products  manui'actured  from  df-rk  tobaccos  has  shown  some  increase  recently, 
which  probably  is  temporary;  but  exports  are  practically  non-existent.  A  program 
for  diversion  of  tobaccos  into  nicotine  sulphate  (for  insecticidal  piirposes)  and 
other  b^.'products  will  be  in  effect  during  19^2-^3.   Considercble  quantities  of 
dark  tobaccos  will  be  diverted  'onder  this  program. 

American-grown  cigar-filler  stocks  totaled  2l6,58U,000  po"unds  on  July  1 
compared  with  20U,638,000  pounds  on  the-  same  date  a  year  earlier.   Stocks  of 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,  Type  Ul,  were  120,217,000  pounds;  Gebhardt,  Type  i+2, 
23,230,000  poinds;  Zimmer,  Type  k}.,    10,799,000  pounds:  Dutch,  T^rpe  kk,   8,205,000 
pounds;  Georgia  and  Florida  sun-grown.  Types  ^5  ^-^d.  5^,  1,173»000  pounds;  and 
Puerto  Sican,  Ty^e  kG,    52,960,000  pounds. 

The  cigrr-binder-tjrpe  stocks  totaled  1U3, 165,000  povmds  compared  with 
13s. 567. 000  pounds  on  July  1,  I9UI.   Connecticut  Broadleaf,  11yj>e   5!,  totaled 
2.5^,226,000  poionds;  Connecticut  Havana  Seed,  Tj-^e  52,  30,679,000  pounds;  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,  Tirpe   53.  3.173.000  pounds;  Southern  Wisconsin,  T;/pe 
5^»  37.^9^.000  pounds;  cmd  Northern  V/isconsin,  T;.-pe  55,  U3, 393, 000  pounds. 

Shade-grown  wrapper-type  stocks  as  of  Jul;-  1,  19^2,  totaled  11,^^-17,000 
pounds  of  which  Connecticut  Yalle;'-  shade-grown,  Tj^pe  6I,  was  7t^6U,000  poiinds  and 
Georgia  and  Florida  shade-grov/n,  Type  62,  3»953»000  pounds.   Total  shade-grown 
stocks  a  year  earlier  were  11,087 » 000  pounds. 

Foreign-grown  cigar-le^'f  stocks  in  the  United  States  on  July  1,  19^2  were: 
Cuba  (Havana),  Type  81,  ll,89'-l-,000  pounds;  Sumatra  and  Jav?.,  Type  82,  5,95^,000 
pounds;  Philippine  Islands  (.^4inila) ,  Type  83,  1,^65,000  pounds;  and  other  foreign- 
grown,  Type  8U,  23^,000  pourds.   Total  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  in  the  United 
States  on  July  1,  19^2  totaled  19.547,000  pounds  conp^red  with  19,857,000  pounds 
on  the  srme  date  in  IS'^-l*   -Stocks  of  Philippine  cigar  leaf  dropped  sharply  but 
stocks  of  Cuban  tobacco  increased.   Sujnatra  and  Java  soocks  owned  by  dealers  and 
manufacturers  plus  holdings  of  the  Netherlands  East  Indies  Corporo.tion  of  leaf 
suitable  for  domestic  cigar  manufacturers  appears  to  be  sijfficient  for  about  2^ 
or  3  years  at  the  present  rate  of  consuir.ption.   Cigar  consumption  in  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  19'+2,  totaled  6.1  billion  compared  with  5*7  billion  a  year 
earlier.   Manufacture  of  scrap  chewing  tobacco  also  has  shovni  some  increase.
